Women ‘Jury Ousted By Judge 
A t Gin Party Trial In Chicago 


Chicago, May I.—Twelve women 
prominent in civic and club affairs 
of Chicago trooped into the Mu­ 
nicipal court Tuesday to hear a 
high school gin party case and de­ 
cided 
what 
manner 
of 
justice 
should be done. 
But before they 
leached the jury box the court de­ 
cided it could make up its mind 
without assistance -and Chicago’s 
first unofficial jury of women fail­ 
ed to get its much-heralded try ­ 
out. 
The women were to have helped 
decide whether the mother of a 
15-year-old girl, who was a mem­ 
ber of a gay party which ended 
in a fatal automobile accident, bud 
contributed to her daughter’s de­ 
linquency by allowing her to stay 
away from school. 
Judge A. O. 
Erickson had invited the women to 
sit in the case, although their de­ 
cision could have 
had 
no 
legal 
standing. 
Plan Goes Astray 
But neither Judge Erickson nor 
the unofficial jury was prepared 
for the motion for u change of 
venue which was filed on behalf of 
Mrs. Jane Linton,tin wonianontrial, 


immediately 
after court 
opened. 
Judge Erickson granted the motion 
and the defendant, witnesses, law­ 
yers, female jurors and spectators 
adjourned to the court of Judge 
Max Luster, who hud not been told 
of his colleague’s invitation to the 
women. 
After the plan had been explain­ 
ed Judge Luster announced: 
“ You are welcome, ladies, to re­ 
main for the hearing if you choose. 
I .scarcely believe, however, that I 
shall be able to |x*rniit you to ad­ 
vise this court as to its decision.” 
Defendant Bewildered 
Mrs. 
Liston, 
a 
weary-loking 
woman in frayed black, seemed be­ 
wildered by the proceedings and 
the learned “jurors” of her sex 
were even more astonished and a 
half dozen retired. 
Mrs. Liston pleaded “not guilty” 
to the technical charge of violating 
the compulsory school attendance 
luw and waived a jury trial. School 
board officials then produced wit­ 
nesses to prove the habitual tru ­ 
ancy of the daughter—Colctta 
from school. 
Defense witnesses 
admitted the girl was not regular 
irr school attendance.
